It Will Probably Begin in the Course of a 
Few Weeks. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
There will probably not be much delay in 
commencing work on the Hennépin Canal 
under the $500,000 appropriation made for the 
purpose in the recent River and Harbor act, 
unless there should be some unforeseen ob- 
stacles in the way of procuring titles to the 
necessary lands. Just at present the War De- 
partment is waiting for a report from Capt. 
Marshall giving a detailed project of the most 
desirable work to be done under the amount 
that has been made available. This is ex- 
pected daily at the War Department and will 
doubtless be approved without delay, as it is 
the desire of the department to have this work 
well under way by the time the next River 
and Harbor bill is prepared, when a larger 
amount will be asked for. 

After it has been decided how the present 
funds shall be spent the next step taken will 
be to acquire the legal titles to such Jands as 
may be necessary: This will be accomplished 
through Capt. Marshail and the United States 
District-Attorney for Northern Illinois, and 
finally through the Department of Justice 
here. The bulk, if not all, of the work is to be 
done by contract. It is expected that all the 
preliminaries in the way of acquiring titles, 
advertising, and making contracts will be ar- 
ranged in time to begin the actual work of 
construction during the present year. 


CONSTRUING THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 
Judge Tyner Called Upon to Solve Some 
Rather Knotty Questions. 

Wasuinetor, P. C., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
Solicitor-General Tyner of the Post-Office 
Department isn't a Philadelphia lawyer. If 
he were he would probably revel in the knotty 
points which he has to unravel in the Anti- 
Lottery law. Coming from Indiana instead 
of Pennsylvania Judge Tyner takes a prac- 
tical view of the questions which arise and 
seeks a common-sense interpretation. In 
spite of the circular issued a few days ago, 
queries still pour in on the department. 

„The most difficult class of cases that will 
have to be dealt with,” said Judge Tyner, 
‘are those in which an obvious hardship is in 
flicted upon a possibly innocent person. For 
example, let us suppose that there is pub- 
lished in Washington a newspaper with two 
editions, one for local circulation and the 
other for mailing, The local edition contains 
a lottery advertisement; the mail edition, out 
of deference to the new law, omits it. I buy 
a paper of a mewsboy in the street, and, 
glancing it over, discover @ paragraph which 
I know would interest a friend of mine in 
Indiana. Thoughtlessly I mark the item, put

PLANS OF THE NAVY DEPARTMENT, 


About $8,000,000 Needed to Continue Work 
on Vessels Already Authorized. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 5.—[Special.]— 
About $8,000,000 will be included in the an- 
nual estimates of the Navy Department, now 
being made up for continuing work on the. 
new vessels already authorized. Of this sum 
about $4,000,000 will be required by the Con- 
struction Department, $2,000,000 for machinery 
and $2,000,000 for armament, The question 
of new types will not come upin connectior 
with the present estimates, but will probably 
be considered in connection with the Secre- 
tary’s annual report, though no definite 
project for additional vessels will probably be 
mapped out until the naval commuttees come 
together again. 3 

In view of the liberal appropriations of last 
session it is not expected that more than one 
or two new ships will be authorized during 
the coming session, and these will probably be 
small ones. There is a growing desire among 
naval officers for more small cruisers and 
torpedo boats, and it is expected that these 
are the classes the Secretary will recommend. 


NEWS FROM OUR SOUTHERN NEIGHBORS. 


Mexico Doesn't Like the Anti-Lottery Law 
Colonists in Vera Cruz. 

Crry or Mexico, Oct 5, via Galveston.—The 
newspapers here call on the Government to 
appeal to the Postal Union against the action 
of the United States Government in forbid- 
ding the transportation of Mexican news- 
papers, bearing Mexican postage, with lottery 
advertisements. 

Gen. J. D. Lenriquiz, Governor of the 
State of Vera Cruz, has taken steps to intro- 
duce colonists in that State, which is rich in 
resources. Steel rails are now being manu- 
factured on a small scale. They are of ex- 
cellent quality, and an immense plant will 
soon be established at Zimapam. 

The rainy season has ended. President 
Diaz rides daily through the streets and woods. 
The free way in which he exposes himself 
shows that he discredits the rumors of plots 
against his life. President Barillas of Guate- 
mala told a correspondent that the statement 
that he was trying to call a congress of the 
Central American States was incorrect.

There 
are three wheels on each side of the engines 
which act as guards and to sustain weight. 
There are three driving cog-wheels, two of 
which are in constant use, and the third is re- 
served for engineers. The propelling power 
is applied directly to a drum above the two 
rear drivers. The front drivers are moved by 
a walking-beam running from the second 
driver. The brake apparatus is especially 
strongly built. On either side of the cog- 
wheels is a corrugated surface which the 
heavy steam brake operates with tre- 
mendous force. The engines are also 
fitted with hand brakes, and an 
additional device (the Le Chatelier 
brake) by which the cylinders act as brakes. 
The tank holds 700 gallons of water and is 
filled four times in each round trip. One en- 
gine will push two cars weighing 42,000 
pounds loaded. | 
The Cars Are Pushed Up, 

Six passenger, two observation, and two 
flat-cars form the equipment. Each car has 
twenty-five seats with a ‘capacity for carrying 
sixty persons per trip and is also supplied 
with two tension brakesto be worked by 
hand. The cars are not tilted but the seats 
are so arranged as to give the passenger a 
level footing. A unique feature of the road is 
that the engine instead of drawing pushes the 
cars. 

From Manitou Station, near the upper iron 
springs, the line runs up Engleman Canon and 
follows this gulch to the headwaters of Ruston 
Creek. This stream is a typical mountain 
brook, with clear, sparkling waters that come 
down the mountain side broken into number- 
less little cascades and foaming rapids. There 
are two pretty falls in Ruston Creek, called re- 
spectively the Shelter and the Minnehaha. A 
succession of small but beautiful parks is 
reached. About two miles from Manitou, at 
“ Artist Glen,” splendid views are obtained of 
the surrounding country. The Garden of the 
Gods is plainly visible.

MAN AS LONG AS HE COULD SEE.

Twenty-Seven-Round Battle in Indiana Be- 
tween Lightweights—The Victor's Abil- 


ity Overestimated—The Fight Was Not 4 


Scientific One—Athletic Sports at the

The friends of Tom Ryan, a lightweight fighter 
from Michigan, have had so much to say about 
his ability that the 200 or 300 men who went out

Nine years ago his foresight told him the time 
had come. He based the foreign policy of 
the Garfield Administration upon the develop- 
ment and enlargement of our trade with other 
American countries and the establishment of 
peaceful relations with them, the one being de- 
pendent upon the other. To carry out this pol- 
icy it was voted to invite the independent Gov- 
ernments of the two Americas to meet 
in a Peace Congress at Washington in March, 
1882. The public is aware that the death of 
President Garfield prevented the holding of 
the convention. The invitations were subse- 
quently withdrawn at the instance of Mr. Fre- 
linghuysen, as Gen. Arthur did not fully ap- 
preciate the scope of the scheme, and his Sec- 
retary of State, Mr. Frelinghuysen, who was 
a narrow-minded man, was inimical to it. The 
reed was sown, however, and was taking root. 
A Republican Senate and a Democratic House 
authorized the Pan-American Congress. It 
met under Mr. Blaine’s auspices, and it still 
further advanced the opportunities for reci- 
procity. It did much for the scheme and 
would have done still more had it not been 
for the subsequent thick-headed antagonism 
of McKinley’s Ways and Means Committee, 
which insisted on throwing away the sugar tev- 
enues without securing any equivalent. As it 
is, a half-way recognition has been secured for 
reciprocity, and it will not be long before it 
will be amended and go into operation com- 
pletely. Reciprocity has come to stay, and 
the party which gets in its way willi be tradden 
under foot by the people. The Democrats are 
onthe wrong side of the question. They are 
not on the side that Stephen A. Douglas occu- 
pied thirty years ago, when he accepted the 
idea of reciprocity and recognized it as the 
system under which our foreign trade can be 
extended. Mr. Douglas gave voice to the idea, 
Mr. Blaine has shown how it can be carried 
out as a practical and advantageous policy, 
and his exposition has commended itself to 
the American people. 


OUR SUGAR-BEET CULTURE. 

The establishment of a beet-sugar factory 
at Grand Island on the Platte River may mark 
the beginning of an era of unwonted prosperi- 
ty for the State of Nebraska, and possibly for 
other States in the Union. It is well 
known that several previous attempts at beet 
culture in this country, including Illinois, 
have resulted in costly failures, but that was 
simply from want of knowledge of condi- 
tions necessary to success. The men who have 
entered on the new undertaking do so after a 
study of the soil and climate where the beet 
is most profitably cultivated in Europe, and 
have sought for a section in the West which 
offers the same advantages as in Ger- 
many. It is believed that a large part 
of State of Nebraska possesses the pecul- 
iarities desired, and the experiments thus far 
conducted warrant the belief that there is no 
mistake in the matter. While the summer 
season of this year was a little too dry, the 
work of beet culture has been a success almost 
beyond the expectation of the men engaged in 
it. The product of 2,600 acres around the beet 
factory is now being delivered, which will 
make fully 2,600 tons of sugar. In a good sea- 
son the yield should and probably will be 50 
per cent more than that, the German average 
on good lands being not far from 1 tons to 
the acre. At the low price of four cents per 
pound that woula amount to $80 per acre, 
which the two cent a pound bounty would 
raise to $120, from areas the corn product of 
which sold last winter at less than $10. 

A success tothe experiment in Nebraska 
would insure its being tried in many other 
places between the Canadian and Merican 
lines, as already on the Pacific coast. Suita- 
ble and similar conditions would be hunted 
for all over the Union and those of culture 
would undoubtedly be numerously found, 
while the requirements for cheap conversion 
into good sugar might not be so plentiful. 
The manufacture needs an abundance of pure

arnendments have recently been 
proposed to the law forbidding the importa- 
tion of laborers under contract into the United 
States. The question isa formidable one to 
handle. The present law shuts out clergy- 
men who may be invited to come here from 
the Old World to take charge of a congrega- 
tion. No matter how bright and shining a 
light he may be—and it: stands to reason that 
such an invitation would not be extended to a 
man whose abilities were not supposed to be 
above par—he is not allowed to accept. He is 
not even allowed the benefit of the exemption 
permitted to such musicians as are able to 
prove themselves artists.“ The low is

workers whose exculsion it was princi- 
pally designed to accomplish. It is appealed 
to for the purpose of stopping the influx of 
the latter only in cases were they are believed 
to be brought in with the express intention of 
taking the places of strikers. Probably if the 
truth could be ascertained it would be found 
that many thousands of mechanics and other 
wage-workers come in every year under terms 
which are forbidden by the law. It is well 
understood that the great majority of the Mor- 
mon immigrants have their passage paid in 
whole or in part by “the church!“ in Utah, 
and bind themselves to pay over a stated pro- 
portion of their earnings in return for the 
service, It may even be argued that mem- 
bers of a certain priesthood coming here under 
orders from headquarters in Europe do 
so in contravention of the law, as 
they are under a life contract to serve “ the 
church” by every means in their power and 
advance its interests in preference to those of 
any other organization, Of course, no one 
would deem it wise to attempt their exclusion, 
but it is a question what should be done with 
a law on the statute books which shuts them 
out in theory while it admits them in practice. 
There is, however, room for grave fear, as 
expressed by Senator Cullom in a recent dis- 
cussion of the matter in the Senate, that a 
new law might too much liberalize existing 
conditions, and be detrimental by letting in a 
lot of people who are not wanted. An ex- 
change suggests that if it be desirable to avoid 
this it might be well for some one to prepare 
a bill providing for the letting out of 
a host of people who are not wanted. 
It would not be difficult to make up such a 
list, and an extensive one, which would be ap- 
proved by the great majority of citizens, but 
even they might hesitate to enforce it by the 
passage of a law if sent to Washington as offi- 
cia] representatives of the people. There is 
no proper way of getting rid of objectionable 
characters except individually through the 
courts. If we could successfully provide 
against the importation of paupers and the 
criminal classes there would be little occasion 
to fear from the freest emigration from Eu- 
rope to our shores.

RECIPROCITY WITH CANADA. 

Sir John A. Macdonald, the leader of the 
Tory party in the Dominion, has taken the 
stump in Nova Scotia, where the feeling in 
favor of reciprocity with the United States is 
very strong, as 1s that for annexation. Ina 
speech made by him Wednesday last he said 
that be had gone as far as any self-re- 
specting man or Government could go to 
obtain fair trade arrangements, but it was no 
use. The United States declined any nego- 
tiations for any kind of reciprocity.”’ 

In talking thus the Dominion Premier sup- 
pressed the truth so radically that he may be 
said not merely to have suggested but to have 
stated a falsehood. In the first place he failed 
to tell his hearers that what he means by fair 
trade differs widely from the significance they 
attach to the two words, He calls that a fair 
trade with the United States which will enable 
the surpluses of natural products of Canada 
to find their way untaxed into the better mar- 
kets of this country while all the manufact- 
ures of the United States are to be heavily 
taxed, Fairtrade is with him an arrange- 
ment by which Canada alone shall benefit, 
while the United States shall be a loser, or at 
least not a gainer, Sir John wishes the trade 
of the Dominion to be with England exclu- 
sively, except where a big profit can be made 
by dealing with the United States. That does 
not suit this country, which wants no jug- 
handled arrangements like the one of 1854, 
which was terminated in 1866. That treaty 
admitted all Canadian crude products free, 
while the Canucks heavily taxed American 
manufactures. No more of that. 

In the next place, it appears from the state- 
ment of a Liberal paper that while Sir John 
did make a proposition to the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration looking toward some kind of 
reciprocity, yet the mpment he found there 
was a possibility it would be considered he 
withdrew it. This imp t fact he sup- 
pressed. With such a Tory statesman it is 
plain this Government fan carry on no nego- 
tiations, It is useless to dream of reciprocity 
except of the unfairegt and most one-sided 
kind while he is in power.

REPLY. ' 

The first and third questions cover the same 
ground and can be answered together. The data 
asked for do not exist. It is impossible to say 
how many pounds of cotton or woolen yarn are 
spun during working days of equal length by 
American, English, German, and Belgian weavers. 
It is equally im ible to tell how long it takes 
an American, ish, or German cutler to work 
a pound of steel into equal numbers of edge tools. 
Such information would be valuable, but is not to 


be had. Nor if it were obtainable ten years | 


ago would it be true now, for the tendency 
in Europe is for machinery hands to 
work faster. The number of spinners 
to the thousand spindles decreased notably in 
Massachusetts between 1875 and 1885. which shows 
that the productiveness of each spinner had in- 
creased. But that same process has been going on 
in England and Germany doubtless in other 
European countries during the last fifty years. 
There are no means of knowing whether it has 
gone on much more rapidly in one manufacturing 
nation than in another, where they all compete 
and employ the latest and best labor-saving ma- 
chin 


ery. 

In the case of cotton-spinning, which is an easi- 
ly studied industry, there seems to be no reason to 
accredit the foreigner in this country with supe- 
rior productiveness over his European cousin or 
nephew. The raw cotton costs a little less in New 
England than in Lancashire. The expense for 
power must be something less, owing to the great- 
er quantity of cheap water-power in the former. 
Yet smart New England does not seem to be able 
to compete successfully in foreign markets with 
old England. This country exports ten million 
dollars’ worth of plain cotton goods and England 
exports three hundred millions of all kinds of 
cotton goods, 

Where is the great advantage of the English 
manufacturer if it be not in his smaller pay-roll? 
The men and women in New England cotton-mills 
are largely French Canadians. Can it be assumed 
with justice that they, whose ancestors have for 
over two and a half centuries lived on the farm 
and in the forest, are more productive than En- 
glish workmen who have the inherited aptitudes 
for cotton spinning and weaving of a century? If 
so it would bea curious phenomenon. Most of 


tthe slow working which the American tourist no- 


tices in Europe is in the non-competitive building 
trades and on the little garden patch and truck 
farms. Most of the farms in Europe do not aver- 
age more than a‘ sixth of the size of our 
Western farms,and the people do not need to 
hurry themselves to cultivate such small patches. 

In the next place, if the larger wages of the 
American workingmen are offset by his greater 
productiveness, how did it happen that last year, 
out of $438,000,000 worth of dutiable imports, $270,- 
000,000 worth consisted of woolen, flax, cotton, 
and silk goods, of china, glass, leather, and 
leather goods, and manufactures of iron and 
steel? If the labor coshof. those articles was no 
greater in this country than in Europe because of 
the greater efficiency of the home artisans, who 
are mostly foreigners, how were all these goods, 
burdened as they were with freight charges, com- 
missions, and profits of foreign manufacturers, 
able to overleap a tariff barrier ranging from 2% 
to 100 per cent, and compete successfully with 
American manufactures? If the efficiency of the 
American window-glass maker is as much greater 
than that of the Belgian as his wages are larger, 
how did it happen that the home glass works, 
enjoying over 100 per cent protection and with 
capacity sufficient to supply the entire country, 
were elbowed out of a full third of the trade by 
the Belgians and French? The explanation of 
such facts as these has not been given by the 
free-traders who are clamoring for the abolition of 
all protection. 

As for the second question, the answer is, that 
the American farmer has been able to compete 
with the cheaper labor of France, Germany, Rus- 
sia, or India, not by reason of the greater effect- 
iveness of his farm laborers, but because of larger 
farms and the greater degree to which he em- 
ploys cunning labor-saving machinery. Cheap 
asthe Hindoo cotton weaver worked, he was 
crushed out utterly by the English power-looms 
run by men whose wages were four or five times 
higher than his. Between the great mass of 
the European farmers and those of this country 
there is absolutely no competition. Most of the 
Europeans are but little more than truck garden- 
ers working little patches of 


they produce. The great American staples 
are cotton, corn, wheat, oats, and hay. In the 
first two of thesé the American farmer has no 
competition which is worthy of the name. With 
wheat it is different, and there the immense su- 
periority of the American in labor-saving ma- 
chinery comes to his rescue. It is true that some 
machinery is used in Russia, but to nothing like 
the extent it is here, not a tenthofit. But if 
wheat-raising were a matter of hand and animal 
labor, as it was fifty years ago, and the American 
farmer were forced to compete directly with the 
cheaper labor of foreign lands, his condition 
would be sadly different. If he paid laborers the 
present farm wages, which are more than twice 
those paidin England, he could not stand the 
pressure for a single season.

America’s Great Man. 
Odebolt (La.) Chronicle: James G. Blaine is 


the Great Man of America. He is in a class by 


himself. 

Early in the session Mr. Blaine went before the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House, then 
engaged in the preparation of the McKinley Tariff 
bill. He asked the committee to insert a provis- 
ion that would compel sugar, coffee, and tea pro- 
ducing countries to admit American products 
free of duty in exchange for free entry of their 
products into our ports. The committee lacked 
the courage to adopt the suggestion of the master 
mind. its members were too conservative to take 
up with a new idea. [Stupid is the word.] The 
McKinley bill as it passed the House did not even 
allude to reciprocity. 

Undismayed by the action of the House, Mr. 
Blaine appealed to the Senate. Here, too, he met 
with no encouragement. His arguments appar- 
ently made no impression on that exclusive body, 
which arrogates to itself the statesmanship and 
political wisdom of the country. The cautious 
Allison; always afraid to take the initiative, shook 
his head and said he hadn’t heard from his con- 
stituents. The dogmatic Edmunds would have 
none of it; John Shermar thought it was too 
soon, and the lesser lights followed suit. 

Then it was that Mr. Blaine displayed the au- 
dacity of genius attributed to him by Bob Inger- 
sollin the latter’s famous speech.

Thé now famous letter to Senator Frye was 
published. It struck a popular chord. 

The leading Republican newspapers [notably 
Tae Cuicaco Trisune], State conventions, 
town meetings, and boards of trade indorsed the 
views of Mr. Blaine, and Congressmen and Sena- 
tors began to hear from their constituents. Sev- 
eral letters on the same subject from the Secretary 
of State followed and were published, and their 
effect upon the country was almost incredible, 
The Republican masses arose as one man and de- 
manded an incorporation of the Blaine idea in 
the Tariff bill. Convinced against its will, the 
Senate tacked a half-way reciprocity provision to 
the House bill, and the House was only too glad 
to adopt it. The stone that was rejected of the 
builders became the head of the corner, 

Without patronage, without the moral and act- 
ive support of his chief, the ultra-conservative 
Harrison, the Secretary of State has forced a 
hostile Senate and a hostile House to follow his 
lead in legislation vital to the prosperity of our 
country. The sheer force of his genius won the 
victory. No such triumph is recorded in the 
annals of parliamentary government. Henry 
Clay was a great popular leader; but a greater 
than Clay is here, and his name is James G. 
Blaine. ! 


The Crucifixion Nails. 


One of the most curious relics preserved in the 


Ashmolean Museum at Oxford, England, is a 
crown having a framework said to have been 
made of the nails that were driven through the 
hands and feet of Jesus at Calvary. The crown 
itself is embossed with jewels and gold, exhibit- 
ing a close resemblance to the enameled work of 
the present day, notwithstanding the fact that 
its history can be traced back to the time of the 
coronation of Agilulfus, King of Normandy, in the 
year 591. As notedin the foregoing, the portion 
of the crown which is of greatest traditional in- 
terest is the framework of iron, about three- 
eighths of an inch broad and one-tenth of an 
inch in thickness, attached to the inner cir- 
cumference of the jeweled superstructure. This 
iron band was made from the identical nails, ac- 
cording to legendary report, used at the cruci- 
fixion; given by the Empress Helena—who his- 
tory says was the discoverer of the cross—to her 
son, Constantine the Great, as a miraculous pro- 
tection from the dangers of the battlefield, 

The priest who exhibits the crown to curious 
visitors points out, as a permanent the 
fact that there is not a single speck of rust upon 
the iron, although it has now been exposed to the

HARMAN’S FOLDING BRIDGE. 


A Novel Structure for Spanning Navigable
